Ce]lu2ar  System  allows  the  reuse  of  spectrum 
wUbin  a region  by  employing  centrally 
connected  base  stations 
Each  base  station  wirelessly  connects  to 
muitlple  mobiles  within  a designated 
geographic  area  (cell) 

Base  stations  connect  to  a Mobile-Switching 
Center  (MSC)  and  then  to  the  Public 
Switched  Telephone  Network  (PSTN)

- Keese  of  spectrum  In  regions.  Increasing  the 
i^apacity  of  the  system  over  a trunked  radio 
system 

- M ihiUty  of  users  In  the  system  without  loss  of 
coaiiectivity 
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Background 

- Technology  first  introduced  in  Europe  and  migrated  to  the  U.S. 

- Provides  increased  system  capacity,  advanced  digital  services  and  ability  to  offer 
seamless  international  mobile  operation 

Technology 

- Multiplex  users  by  assigning  unique  operating  time  slots  in  shared  fircquency
